It is reported t.hat the 
Venezuelan government lion within, 
the past day or two lodged with the 
government of British Gniana, to be 
forwarded to the imperial go\ eminent 
a formal protest against uny conces- 
sion of land within the contested ter- 
ritory being granted by thr llritish 
government. 


The report is said to be couched in 


courteous but firm language, and un- 
less a halt is called by I he colonial gov- 
ernment in grunting and the imperial 
government in approving of further 
concessions within the- contested re- 
gions, there may be trouble that hith- 


rto has been avoided. 
It is not difficult to find the cause 


or Venezuela taking this fresh niovo 
n the question of tlic territorial limits 
'f the two countries. The British sec- 
etary of state for the colonies, Mr. 
Joseph Chauabei-lain, has made 
no 


secret of the fact that he hail before 


im un application by a number of 
.apitalists for a large tract of land 
vithin the disputed territory; that 
these capitalists offer to purchase, for 
a large sura, a specific tract of land in 
.he northwestern district with abso- 
ute right to the minerals and prccioun 
itones therein; timber, railroads and 
township rights, us well' as leave to 
sell the concession or portions of it to 
mblic companies. This application in 
under consideration by the local gov- 
ernment at the present time. 


When this offer became known iu 


;he more influential circles In this col- 
ony, the British Guiana, Chartered Co. 
was instituted, and ttrey have now 
,ransmitte'd to the secretary of state, 
ihrough the colonial government, u 
petition for a concession of crown land 
on the right bank of the Cayunl river 
to the western boundary of the col- 
ony. 


Of course the chartered company, in 


their zeal, seem to Yittve overlooked the 
act that tho "western boundary of 
the colony" is still undefined. But, 
again, as there is no secrecy about the 
lact that toe concession applied for by 
the chartered company is the same as 
was indicated in a dispatch from the 
secretary of state to the governor of 
this colony, when 'he "referred to tin- 
necessity for ihe^tmmedtatlb opening 
up of the Interior of tbe colony, and 
went on to add how it was possible 
capitalists might be found in the col- 
ony who would be prepared to pur- 
chase for a capital sum a concession of 
a fair portion of the .gold field in the 
northwest district. 


The granting of the concession is 


considered an absolute certainty, and 
this view is thought to be greatly 
strengthened from the fact that the 
chartered company has given an un- 
dertaking to hand over to the irovern- 
mcnt of the colony within two years 
after the granting of the concession 
the sum of 9500,000. to be expended In 
the. construction of roads and bridge s 
to connect the concession with the 
coast, and to have a further working 
capital of 9750,000, and in case of fail- 
ure to comply with these terms to for- 
feit the concession. 


The situation in British Gniana re- 


mains unchanged; the colonists have 
accented and absolutely rely npon the 
statement of the administration that 
the home government will assert their 
territorial rights up to the Schom- 
burgk line at least And as no move 
has been made to disturb the existing 
arrangement of affairs, the colonists 
treat with cool indifference the pre- 
tensions of the Venezuelans.

When their new apartments in the 


Loeb Temple Block are completed, the 
Masons of this city will have as hand- 
aorae quarters as any lodge in Illinois. 
Few lodge rooms in the state will equal 
them in beauty and completeness. The 
Masons will occupy all of the fourth and 
fifth floors of the new building. The 
plans were drawn according to the 
direction of committees appointed from 
each lodge.

Th» Honce Committee Enraged In It*

tion of the speech of Senator Morgan, 
of Alabama, in the senate to-day, ln( 
support of the concurrent resolution 
for the recognition of Cuban belliger- 
ency, did not arouse a particle ot the 
excitement and enthusiasm which the 
first part of the speech, last Thursday, 
together with the other speeches of 
that day, awakened. It was too much 
a historical review, and wa.i inter- 
spersed with the reading of too' many 
letters acd reports, for the most part 
tedious,- to attract attention or arouse 
enthusiasm. The only forcible parts 
of it were these: 


Mr. Morgan expressed his astonish- 


ment that in view of the Spanish atroc- 
ities in the island, "this grand free re- 
public could sit indifferently by know- 
ing the facts, and not unsheath the 
sword und strike death to the brutal 
monurcli who inflicted thdm." 


And he declared that the American 


people "could go no further in their 
forbearance without a, stain on the na- 
tional honor." 


He will finish his speech to-morrow. 
The resolution of Mr. Lodge, of 


Massachusetts, for an inquiry into the 
fact*) and circumstances of recent bond 
issues was taken up and discussed till 
the close of the morning hour, when 
it went to the calendar withoutactiou. 
In opposing it, Mr. Hill (dem., N. Y.) 
characterized it as ''astab in the1 dark" 
and as having no foundation but the 
"wails and complaints of disappointed 
bidders."

In bis 
speech in support of the amendment 
Mr. Linton attributed the overwhelm- 
ing change in the personnel in the 
house by the election-of 1894 to the 
sentiment in the country against the 
appropriation of public funds for sec- 
tarian schools of instructions.

Prediction of I'oara City's Pioneer Vim J mi

When the Cherokee strip was ojicned to 
settlement in 1892, two livo! cities 
sprang up within a mile of each other, 
namely, ,1'onca City and Cross.

This was eight months ago, 
and Cross "•ave up themghl and moved 
to Ponca. The ex-town site was bought 
for a cemetery, Verifying the prediction 
of the pioneer mayor.
